I  t  was  exciting  but  it  was  sad.  In  late-Autumn,  1972,  a 
monster-size  bulldozer  came  on  Delhi  campus  and  sav¬ 
agely  destroyed  one  of  the  school  landmarks.  In  a  matter 
of  hours,  the  giant  machine  was  able  to  crank  and  groan 
its  way  through  the  building,  mercilessly  splintering  each 
board  and  shingle  until  the  structure  was  finally  reduced 
to  a  flat  mound  of  rubble. 

Though  its  function  was  minimal  towards  its  end,  Ladd 
Hall  was  at  one  time  near-half  the  campus.  It  originally 
housed  classrooms,  offices,  a  gymnasium  and  shower- 
rooms.  It  was  later  used  for  campus  services  like  dupli¬ 
cating  and  printing,  computer  center,  art  department, 
photography  and  audio-visuai;  and  it  housed  the  Regis¬ 
trar,  Admissions,  Counseling  and  the  Business  office. 

The  white  wooden  structure  is  only  a  memory  now.  Its 
foundation  has  been  hollowed  out,  and  constructed  in  its 
place  will  be  a  nine-story  highrise  that  will  contain  the 
Arts  and  Science  Division  and  Instructional  Resources 
Center.
